Prime Minister Ramsay MacDonald 
expressed the hope and confidence of 
his government to the representatives 
of France, Italy, Japan and the United 
States. United States Secretary of 
State Stimson, in replying for the 
visiting delegations, expressed the con- 
viction that the conference was one 
of the rare occasions in history emt 
of which a permanent step toward 
peace might gain impetus. 

The leading representatives of the 
five powers were welcomed during the 
day as a body by Premier MacDonald 
at 10 Downing street and by King 
George at Buckingham palace. To- 
night after the banquet Mr. MacDon- 
ald held a large reception for all of 
the delegates, experts and advisers aad 
their wives, |

Body Faced With Problem | 


of Slashing $594,000 From 
1930 Budget. 


Faced with the problem of slashing 
$594,000 from the original budget 


adopted by the Atlanta board of edu- 
cation several weeks ago, when that 
body asked council for $3,779,000 to 
operate and maintain the public school 
system, the board will hold a special 
session at the city council chamber 
beginning at 3 o'clock this afternoon. 

Dr. McIntosh M. Burns, president, 
and Willis A. Sutton, superintendent 
of schools, have announced that the 
appropriation carried in the finance 
sheet of council and adopted. by that 
body Monday afternoon will fall more 
than $185,000 short of providing ac- 
tual payrolls, leaving nothing for 
maintenance, heating or any emer- 
gency which may arise. Heating 
plants of the system in many of the 
schools are in poor repair ‘and the 
East Lake school was shut down Mon- 
day because of lack of heat. There 
are 20 furnaces in the system which 
are in exceedingly bad condition, ac- 
cording to business administration of- 
ficials. 

Allocations for the schools as car- 
ried in the council finance’ sheet 
amount to $3,185,000. 


Modern Textile 
Methods Flayed 
By Trade Editor 


“Not what is made but how it is 
made” is the all-important matter 
which manufacturers of textiles should 
take under consideration, M. D. C. 
Crawford, textile expert of the Mu- 
seum of Science and Industry and 
editor of Women’s Wear Daily and 
the Daily News Record, told an au- 
dience of students and industrialists 
at Emory University Monday night. 

By exhibits, Mr. Crawford showed 
that practically all beauty was be- 
ing taken from the textile industry 
as a craft by placing it solely on a ma- 
chine masis. “Our race in 3,000 years 
has not made a single contribution to 
design and beauty, but it has been su- 
premely interested in the machine and 
rroduction. We have not understood 
ow to use the machines which we 
have invented. The ages of hand 
looms have been the criteria for ex- 
quisite beauty. The craft horizon 
must be preserved by our making the 
best use of the machines which we 
have invented.” 

The exhibits of textiles on display 
in the theology building Monday, 
which probably will be held over for 
today, include fabrics thousands of 
years old and from every corner of 
the globe. Mr. Crawford values the 
collection at several thousand dollars. 

The collection includes textiles and 
fabrics from prehistoric Peru, on 
which the speaker is an authority, 
having written two memoirs on the 
subjects of Peruvian textiles and, 
Peruvian fabrics, Japanese batik, 
India tie-dye, Ber cloth of the South 
Sea Islands, peasant embroidery, fab- 
rics from Bolivia. Guatemala. Rus- 
sia and Morocco, 
products of the Bushogo-Congo canni- 
bal tribe from which. many 
French designs are derived. 

The speaker in his address Mon- 
day night frankly expressed his dissat- 
isfaction with modern manufacturers.

“The average man in the textile in- | 


dustry,” he said, 
that he is not in business to make 
textiles; not to add to the wealth 
of beauty bequeathed to us from the 
distinguished history of textiles: but 
to make money, enlarge mills; to in- 
crease the number on his pay roll;

to building until the gross weight on 
the shoulders of man crushes him to 
the earth, sometimes, I hope, to raise 
him to sanity.” 

Training for the making of artistic 
textiles as well as technical and scien- 
tific instruction in mechanical opera- 
tion and in principles of merchandis- 
ing was asked.

MEMPHIS, Tenn., Jan. 20.—(4)— 
‘The St. Francis river broke through 
its levees today for the tenth time in 
a week, releasing another sheet of 
water into the lowlands of its basin. 

Approximately 1,200 families have 
been affected by the floods in south- 
east Missouri and eastern Arkansas, 
and the American Red Cross began re- 
lief work. 

The latest break came in the dike 
18 miles southwest of Marked Tree, 
Ark. A crew worked frantically in 
freezing weather to choke the gap, but 
the skill of government engineers 
availed nothing and the river poured 
through, and marched over valuable 
timber and farm lands. 

Released by five breaks near Ber- 
tig, Ark., four near Kennett, Mo., one 
on Big Lake, Ark., and one near 
Marked Tree, water from the St. 
Francis and Big lake spread fan-like 
over the basin. 

Families Homeless. 

The Red Cross estimated that 500 
families had been affected by the Mis- 
souri. breaks, 500 by the Big lake 
break and 200 by the Marked Tree 
crevasse. Some of the families were 
sheltered in box cars, others were re- 
ceived by national guardsmen from 
Little Rock, while others went to 
homes of friends. 

‘The reckless stayed in their own 
homes although water was over the

The levee break near Marked Tree 
allowed the St. Francis to inundate 
properties of the Anderson-Tully Lum- 
ber Company and more than 3,000,000 
feet of valuable hardwood lumber was 
in danger. It was being rushed out 
‘by trains, but company officials fear- 
ed much of it would be ruined. They 
said the inundation would force them 
to shut down the mill. 

The water was creeping toward the 
Tschudy Iumber Company, of We- 
nona, and large sections of Cross 
Ark., were threatened with

DR. ANDREW M. SOULE 
PRAISES FARM RECURD 


ATHENS, Ga., Jan. 20.—(4)— 
Speaking to ‘an audience represent- 
ing the varicus agriculture interests 
of the state, Dr. Andrew M. Soule, 
president of the Georgia State Col- 
lege of Agriculture, today character- 
ized as “an astonishing record” Geor- 
gia’s agricultural “‘comeback”’ of the 
last decade. 

Dr. Soule was the first speaker on 
the program of the twenty-third an- 
nual farmers’ week and marketing con- 
ference meeting at the State College 
of Agriculture here. 

Dr. Soule said the addition of: new 
crops, and the development of live 
stock, dairying, and poultry industries 
‘during the last decade enabled the 
|State to recover from the serious eco- 
| nomic setback beginning in 1920 and 
'which continued for five years. 

Dr. Willis A. Sutton, superintend- 
ent of the Atlanta city school sys- 
tem, speaking on the “bi-centennial of 
Georgia,” said one of the major plans 
for the program provides for the 
awarding of prizes to communities, 
_counties amd congressional districts 
‘for development of a particular farm 
commodity during the next three years. 
Dr. Sutton said Georgia’s greatest 
need now is a “unifying force” to 
eliminate the “isms” retarding the 
state’s progress. 

At the afternoon session today Dr. 
J. Phil Campbell, director of exten- 
sion, spoke on “County Agricultural 
Organizations for Extension Work.” 
Moving pictures were to be shown to- 
night by Professor G. A. Crabb, after 
which a demonstration of co-operative 
marketing of live poultry was sched- 
uled. 

At the noon session of the confer- 
ence Chancellor C, 'M. Snelling in- 
dorsed co-operative marketing as a 
_ Means of obtaining for the “producer 
a 
‘ers dollar.’ Chancellor Snelling said 
| co-operative marketifig is “injecting 
| economic engineering into the ancient 
business of farming.” He said co- 
operative marketing is helping to make 
farming a success by employment of 
methods heretofore unknown and the 
orderly marketing of products. 

The conference is made up of coun- 
ty agents, home demonstration agents, 
and approximately 100 farmers who 
came with attending agents and dem- 
onstrators from their sections. Repre- 
sentatives of several business concerns 
interested in agriculture also are 
present. 

Addresses by Dr. Theodore Macklin, 
special marketing advisor to the fed- 
eral farm board; ’ Lasseter, 
managing editor of the Progressive 
Farmer; W. T. Anderson, editor of 
the Macon Telegraph, and agricultural 
and educational leaders are scheduled 
for tomorrow’s session. The confer- 
ence will meet all week, with the con- 
cluding session Saturday. 

Dr. Soule said Georgia’s agricultural 
comeback during the past decade was

Senator Blaine, republican, Wiscon- 
sin, announced he would not seek ac- 
tion on his resolution for repeal of 
the 18th amendment until the tariff 
contest is settled. 

“House leaders gave assurance of 
speeding up the prohibition transfer 
bill and Chairman Williamson, of the 
house expenditures committee, an- 
nounced he would call a meeting of 
the committee for Wednesday to con- 
sider it. He expects to have Secre- 
tary Mellon and Attorney-General 
Mitchel, before the committee then. 
Likewise Senator King also wants 
these cabinet officers before his sub- 
committee on the same legislation. 

Representative Black in his fiery 
speech before the house, referred to 
Senator Brookhart and Prohibition 
Commissioner Doran as “so light they 
couldn’t enforce the law of gravity.”

Representative Cramton, republican, 
Michigan, a dry, objected to the ref- 
erence as violating the rules, in that 
it made an uncomplimentary remark 
about a member of the other branch 
of congress. Speaker Longworth up- 
held the objection and, Black with- 
drew his remark. 

Black also demanded that the house 
take a roll call vote on prohibition 
during this session. 

The resolution of Mrs. Norton 
would provide that a referendum be 
held in all states at the next gen- 
eral election, and that “if a majority 
pnd people voting thereon vote 
or eal, the 18th amendment shall 
thereupon cease to be a part of this 
constitution.” This would void the 
practice whereby three-fourths of the 
states would have the right of amend- 
ing the constitution. 

Senator Borah, who has expressed 
readiness for a vote on the Blaine 
proposal for repeal of the 18th amend- 
ment, said he saw no method for a 
national referendum, although he 
would be glad to have one.

LEVY ON INSURANGE 
AGENTS HELD LEGAL 


Supreme Court Grants New 
Trial to F. P. Brandon, 
Alleged Slayer. 


The general tax act, imposing a 
levy on insurance agents but exempt- 
ing railroad ticket agents writing ac- 
cident insurance, was upheld by the 
state supreme court in decision 
handed down Monday. 

In another decision the supreme 
court reversed the Pierce superior 


I} court and granted a new trial to F. 


P. Brandon, convicted with Mrs. 
Agnes Byrd of murder in connection 
with the slaying of her husband, Ira 
Byrd, and sentenced to life imprison- 
ment. 

The tax act was attacked in the 
case of Hunter et al. vs. Wright, 
*omptroller-general, brought up from 
the Fulton superior court, where 
Judge K. E. Pomeroy refused to grant 
an order restraining the comptroller- 
general from collecting the levy on 
insurance agents. The plaintiffs set 
forth that the part of the act which 
taxed insurance agents was voided by 
the exemption of railroad ticket 
agents. 

The court held that the exemption 
of railroad ticket agents was not un- 
reasonable or in violation of the state 
constitution. The act imposed a tax 
of $10 on local agents and solicitors 
and $100 on general and _e special 
agents and adjusters and adjustment 
bureaus, 

In granting Brandon a new trial, 
the court held that the lower court 
erred in admitting in evidence a let- 
ter Mrs. Byrd is alleged to have writ- 
ten a Florida “witch doctor” telling 
in detail of the killing of her husband 
and naming Brandon and three other 
men as involved. The court said 
“acts and declarations of one of the 
conspirators, made after the enter- 
prise has ended, are admissable only 
against him.” 


‘Eviction Injunction 
Denied by Pomeroy 


On an affidavit stating that the 
plaintiff already is out of the build- 
ing without means of re-entry, and

E. Pomeroy, of Fulton superior court, 
Monday refused to grant an injunction 
to restrain the Jacobs Pharmacy Com- 
pany from evicting G. E. Porter, 
barber shop and beauty shop pro- 
prietor, from the property at 14 Mari- 
etta street. 

The plaintiff obtained a temporary 
injuction Sunday, and this was dis- 
solved Monday by Judge Pomeroy 
after hearing on an interlocutory in- 
junction. Porter occupied space in 
the Jacobs Pharmacy building on 
Marietta street, anc when the prop- 
erty was leased by Jacobs to the First 
National Bank for the erection of an 
addition to the bank, Porter refused 
to give up his lease, it was said. 
Porter having refused to move, the 
pharmacy company removed his equip- 
ment from the building, it was said.

The gigantic undertaking to com- 
munize 120,000,000 Russian people, 
leveled down to industrial workers 
and peasant farmers, is proceeding 
under the steel-mailed fists of the 
soviet dictators. The latest meas- 
ure is the forcible stripping of agri- 
cultural ownership from all land 
proprietors, including their homes, 
cattle and implements, and consoli- 
dating farming areas into huge state 
plantations on which the people 
must work on shares with the gov- 
ernment,

of independent farms, are dispos- 
sessed, reduced to soviet serfdom, 
and deported to distant state farms

SIGNREPARATIONSPLAN 


Acceptance of Young Plan 
Takes Debt Payment Out 
of Politics. 


THE HAGUE, Jan. 20.—(4)—The 
Young plan for World War repara- 
tions payments, regarded as finally 
removing the damage bills from the 
sphere of diplomacy to that of eco- 
nomics where creditor and debtor 
alike can co-operate, was formally 
adopted today. 

The protocol giving effect to the 
successor of the Dawes plan was 
signed in the historic Binnenhof at 
4:40 p. m. The many sided problem 
had resisted solution to the last and 
even the signing required postpone- 
ment for six hours to enable an agree- 
ment on the eastern reparations phase. 

There are many compromises in the 
long and complicated document with 
its attendent annexes and agreements. 
No one could be found to say they 
were completely satisfied with it but 
British Chancellor of the Exchequer 
Philip Snowden told the final session, 
“if nobedy has had his own way at 
least the result was generally satis- 
lactory.” 

Mr. Snowden added that the al- 
most complete settlement of the east- 
ern reparations muddle was all the 
more creditable because the problem 
for 10 years “defied the wisdom of 
the statesmen of Europe to solve it. 
He complimented the German delega- 
tion on the courageous, firm and fair 
attitude it had maintained throughout 
the conference and stressed the fact 
that “international problems are 
henceforth to be settled not between 
aliies and enemies but between com- 
rades and friends.

Three or four years before 
that, Dr. Sidney V. Haas of New 
York. reported that a liberal use of 
banana proved curative in many cases 
of deficient appetite and under-nutri- 
tion in early childhood.

POSSE CAPTURES TRIO. 
OF BANDITS AT MACON 


MACON, Ga., Jan. 20.—(P)—A 
posse of more than 100 officers clos- 
ing in on a swamp in which it was 
believed three escaped Connecticut 
convicts had taken refuge, early to- 
day captured a trio of escaped West 
Virginia prisoners after a battle dur- 
ing which two of them were wounded, 
one seriously. 


The three Connectictit convicts who 
escaped from the prison at Wethers- 
tord on January 4, were sought for 
Jacksonville, Fla., officers for the 
slaying of Detective W. D. Smith and 
wounding another officer there FI ri- 
day night. ‘ 

The men captured here were identi- 
fied as Adrian Bias, 23, whose left 
arm was shattered by a burst from 
a machine gun; Dana Bias, 20, and 
Basil Childers, 24, who suffered flesh 
wounds in one arm. ‘The trio was 
described by A. S. Scroggins, warden 
of the West Virginia prison at 
Moundsville as “three of the most 
dangerous criminals in West Vir- 
ginia.” 

Shortly after the capture of the 
West Virginia trio, Jacksonville po- 
lice announced that Leo Landry, one 
of the three men sought there, had 
been taken into custody yesterday and 
had confessed to being present when 
the officers were shot. Jacksonville 
blamed his 
companions, Roland Lalone and Wat- 
son Moulthrope, who fled in an au- 
tomobile, with shooting the officers. 

The three West Virginia fugitives 
took refuge in the swamp early yester- 
day when the stolen automobile they 
were driving mired in the mud. e 
squad of patrolmen who had chased 
the fugitives into the swamp was aug- 
mented by others and bloodhounds 
were taken to the scene to aid in 
tracking the fugitives, but lost the 
trail last night and a cordon was 
thrown about the area to keep watch 
until daybreak. 

A squad of Jacksonville police was 
hurried here to join in the search at 
daylight. The fifty men who yester- 
day kept guard over the area was aug- 
mented to 150 city policemen, county 
and special officers and at daybreak 
closed in, 

The convicts took refuge beneath the 
house which was occupied by Mrs. 
Ira Starnes and her baby and refused 
to surrender, answering the officers’ 
demand with pistol fire. The officers 
returned the fire. 

Patrolman Julian Poole. armed with 
a sub-machine gun, poured a fusillade 
beneath the house, cutting out a pillar 
behind which Adrian Bias had taken 
refuge. The trio then fled into the 
house and took refuge in the bath 
room, but in answer to Mrs. Starnes’ 
entreaties came out with their arms 
above their heads to surrender. 

After their identification, police said 
Dana Bias and Childers admitted com- 
mitting a series of robberies in Hunt- 
ington, W. Va., after their escape from 
the Moundsville prisoh on December 
18, before making a circuitous route to 
Florida. 

-Dana Bias and Childers said thev 
had “stolen fifty or more automobiles” 
and held up a filling station at Tal- 
lahassee, Fla. 

All three were serving sentences for 
highway robbery, Dana Bias, 25 years : 
Adrain Bias 35 years and Childers 40 
years.

NEW YORK, Jan. 20.—()—The 
stock market began the new week 
today with a relapse into speculative 
apathy. Price trends were shifting 
and indefinite, and represented little 
more than the shifting of accounts of 
professionals scalping for a point or 
two. Sales totaled 1,692,640 shares, 
only moderately above the turnover 
for Saturday’s abbreviated session. 

Business news was mixed and man- 
ifestly not of sufficient moment to 
carry the market out of the doldrums. 
It had its favorable aspects, neverthe- 
less. The Chevrolet division of Gener- 
al Motors announced that dealer de- 
mand had caused a revision upward of 
production scheules. Building con- 
tracts let during the past week showed 
moderate expansion. The estimate of 
the secretary of commerce placing con- 
templated outlay for public works and 
utility expansion at $7,000,000,000, 
while: reassuring, was about in line 
with earlier expectations. Less fa- 
vorable was the testimony before the 
senate interstate commerce committee 
to the effect that few radio manufac- 
turers earned a profit in 1929. The 
Fox imbroglio was complicated  fur- 
ther by a second receivership petition. 

First Hour Pressure. 

The market was subjected to rather 
sharp bear pressure during the first 
hour, rallied moderately before mid- 
day, and wore a ragged aspect until 
the last half hour, when prices firmed 
up under the influence of short cover- 
ing. Net changes at the close were 
largely narrow. The price index-—of 
90 leading stocks showed a gain only 
1-5 of 1 point. 


Credit remained easy, with call 
loans again renewing at 41-2 per 
cent, and the rate later dropping to 4. 
The _ stock exchange’s compilation 
showing the ratio of member borrow- 
ings to the market value of listed 
shares was issued after the close, 
showing a decline of only 0.16 per-cent 
to 6.16 per cent. The backing and 
filling nature of the market during 
December was reflected in the fact 
that the average price per listed share 
rose only 46 cents to $57.38, as of 
January 2 

Amusement shares, with the not- 
able exception of Fox Film, which 
sagged elose to its low, were sent up- 

ward by bulls endeavoring to get a 
public following on the theory that 
the industry is depression proof.

Brake Shoe and First Natienal Stores.

| Now it usually comes to pass that when a champion holds any title

Non-Appearance of Star, 
Elder’s Finish Leave 
Fans Disgruntled. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 20.—(United 
News.) —Jack Elder, of Notre Dame, 
climaxed a brilliant college career on 
the boards Saturday night with two 
victories, but the Irish sprinter head- 
ed back to school without the glory 
which attended his more famous 100- 
yard dash on the icy turf of Yankee 
stadium last November. 

It was not Elder's fault that the 
indoor track fans who saw him de- 
feat Karl Wildermuth by a hair's 
breadth in the Breoklyn’ college 
games rose and booed him and ap- 
plauded the man he had beaten. But 
it must have left a bad taste in many 
mouths, while as for Jack he slipped 
away and declined to run any more 
that evening. 

Three out of five judges placed 
Elder first and Wildermuth second 
in the 75-yard dash which was part 
of the ‘Olympic sprint series. he 
crowd saw the finish otherwise and 
gave vent to its dissatisfaction in 
strong terms. 

Thus the 1930 indoor track season 
has gotten away to two false starts. 
There was no end of confusion as to 
just which races Elder, the star at- 
traction because of his run which 
beat the Army at football, would 
compete Saturday night. First he won 
a GO-yard dash in record time, and 
then it was decided that this wouldn't 
count in the Olympic sprint series.

RADIO. COMMISSION 
LOSES COURT APPEAL 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 20.—(/)— 
The supreme court today in effect 
threw out the appeal of the federal ra- 
dio commission in the General Elec- 
tric case involving broadcasting sta- 
tion WGY at Schenectady, N. 

When the supreme court resumed 
hearing of the case today it held coun- 
sel for the federal radio commission 
down to an argument of its jurisdic- 
tion. 

Various members of the court indi- 
cated disagreement with the commis- 
sion’s counsel in his interpretation of 
the character of review which con- 
gress had given the district court of 
appeals over acts of the commission. 
The counsel insisted it was a judicial 
action subject to review by the su- 
preme court. 

Justices of the court took the other 
view that it was mberely an admin- 
istrative act from which there was-no 
appeal to the supreme court. 

After counsel for the commission 
had exhausted all the time allowed 
him for oral argument in trying to 
combat these views of the justices the 
court announced through 


sence of Chief Justice Taft, that it 
would not be necessary for counsel for 
the company to be heard. 

This was taken to mean that on an 
early opinion day, probably next Mon- 
day, the court would dismiss the ap- 
peal of the commission thus permitting 
to stand the decision of the court of 
peals granting full time to station 
WGY.

POPE ON EDUCATION 


Declare Right To Guide 
Spiritually All Youth 
of Italy. 


ROME, Jan. 20.—(United News.) 


A nite, : generally interpreted as a 
counter thrust at the last papal en- 
vyclical, -was issued by the fascist 
party today asserting that “fascism is 
determined to prepare spiritually all 
of Italy’s youth, from which the gov- 
erning classes must spring up through 
successive selections.” 

The note dealt generally with the 

problem of young men, saying that the 
“fascist regime is and intends to be 
a regime of young men even from 
the viewpoint of the birth record of- 
fice.” 
When there is a choice, the note 
added, on the basis of equality of 
merits, the fascist regime prefers men 
of the age of 30 rather than 40. 

The prixciple-ef the education of 
youth is ¢gonstantly wpheld by fascism, 
it said, As this is a supreme necessity 
of theAascist revolution, which is in- 
tended “to last—namely, to be trans- 
mitted to future eran fl 

“Those unfit will succumb when the 
test comes, while the best will assume 
commanding positions,” the note said. 

“Young men must know how to 
obey before earning the right to com- 
mand. They must know how to dare, 
how to despise the comforts of life.”
